M & D Ambulance Service experienced a change in directorship at the 
end of July 1991. Ed Lee, after a five year tenure in the position, 
felt the need to step down as a result of employment, personal and 
physical factors. Ed is also leaving the squad after seven years as 
a member. The members of M & D are grateful to all Ed has accomplished 
for the service. Under his leadership, a new ambulance was purchased 
and put into commission, and the Capital Reserve Fund was given a new 
life with the purpose to cover the future need for a new vehicle. 
Defibrillator protocols were adopted and a defibrillator purchased, and 
the squad increased in numbers with many continuing their education to 
the EMT level. In addition, Ed spearheaded the Milan repeater projecte 
The squad of M & D would like to thank Ed Lee for his dedication .and 
the years of service he unselfishly gave to > & De The present 
dizector would like to thank Ed for his continued help and support 
through the past few months and in anticipation for the future. 


The Ambulance Service maintains its high standards of quality 
caree Two more attendants recently completed a bridge course from First 
Responder to basic EMT and are now awaiting the results of their 
National Registry examination. Five EMTs are presently attending and 
Intermediate EMT course which will allow them, at its successful completion 
to offer advanced life support in the way of improved basic skills as 
well as Intravenous Therapy. We are all excited about the possibility 
of adopting Advanced Life Support protocols for M & D in the near future. 


A word of reminder to the people of the area: As you know, we 
now have a defibrillator on board the ambulance and nine of our squad 
members are certified in its use. However, we need to be notified 
immediately of any possible cardiac problems in order to defibrillate 
effectively if necessary. Therefore, if you or a loved on are 
experiencing any one of the following: chest pain, numbness in 
the arms, difficulty breathing, a loss of consciousness, palpitations, 
becoming pale or sweating with any one of these other symptoms -- any 
indication that it may be a cardiac problem -- call us first. Your chances 
of survival are greatly improved if we can be on the scene with 
the defibrillator immediately. And we dontt mind "false alarmse" 


Thanks to all the squad members for their continuing dedication 
to emergency services and thank you to the people of Milan and Dummer 
for your continuing support.

Assistance available to member towns includes municipal planning, 
regional planning, transportation planning, business and industrial 
planning/development, landscape architecture, solid waste planning, 
resource management, GIS mapping and public educatione The Council 
provides this professional assistance to Planning Boards, Boards of 
Seclectmen, Zoning Boards of Adjustment, Conservation Commissions, 
Solid Waste Districts, Local Development Corporations, Non-Profit 
Community Organizations, Chambers of Commerce, Educational Institutions 
and Social Service Organizations and Agencies in our member Towns.

The Androscoggin Valley Mental Health & Developmental Services 
Advisory Council respectfully requests that the Town of Dummer continue 
its support of this agency through an appropriation in the amount 
of $352.00 at the 1992 Town Meeting. This amount represents a $1.00 per 
capita contribution based on figures from the most recent New Hampshire 
population listing. These funds will be used exclusively for the support 
of outpatient services provided through Androscoggin Valley Mental Health 
Center. 

Over the past 25 years this agency has provided mental health 
services to hundreds of people living, working, raising families and going 
to school in the Androscoggin Valley area.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Dummer School District: 


This will be my final report as your superintendent of 
schools. After 34 years in public education, 21 of which have 
been in the North Country serving you and five (5) other 
communities, it is time to move on to other ventures in life. 
Though I will no longer be associated with your community I shall 
always treasure the experience of having worked with you and your 
children. 


My experience as your superintendent has’ been an enjoyable 
one for me. I have met and worked with many wonderful and 
interesting people i.e. you the parents’ and your children, the 
members of your school bodrd, both present and past, your elected 
officials, as well as all those unnamed individuals’ who have 
given so much to ensure a quality education and a_ bright future 
for the young men and women of your community. I wish you all 
well. I shall miss you. 


Cooperative School District Study 


The Cooperative School District Study has yet to_ get 
underway. All six (6) communities of S.A.U. No. 20 have long ago 
appointed their representatives. The Berlin City Council, on the 
other hand, has failed to appoint anyone and most’ probably will 
not appoint anyone. Unfortunately we will have lost a year 
waiting for the Mayor and Council to act. 
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Though what I will be proposing will be made public prior to 
the Annual Meeting in March it will be my recommendation that 
Dummer proceed to undertake the study with Gorham and the other 
communities. The communities making up the S.A.U. have a 
sufficient number of middle school and senior high _ school 
students to create an educationally sound and cost effective 6-12 
or 9-12 educational program in Gorham. Not only could Gorham 
provide a quality program but the numbers are also sufficient to 
lower Gorham's tuition rate to a level at or below that being 
charged by Berlin. 


It will be my recommendation that the Gorham School Board 
send a letter to each S.A.U. No. 20 board member and each 
Committee member asking them to join it in the study exclusive of 
Berlin. 


Tuition Rates 


The tuition rates in Berlin and Milan are substantially 
below state average. Though your costs will be in excess of 
S171, 000700 “for 1992-93 you must'- remember that you have 
approximately 24.5 students attending Berlin Schools and an 
additional 24 students attending Milan Schools for a total of 
48.5 students. That represents a substantial number of children 
who must be educated. 


To provide you with a_ sense of how the Berlin and Milan 
rates compare to the state average I have listed both below:

The future of education in Berlin, unfortunately, is not too 
bright. The leadership of the city, particularly the mayor, is 
anti-education. This does not bode well for the Berlin School 
System or for any school district sending its children there. 
Approximately a year ago an attempt was made to alter the tuition 
formula which has’ been used for approximately 20 years’ in an 
attempt by the city to increase Berlin's tuition revenues by a 
projected $150,000.00. That attempt failed. Unfortunately, I 
don't think we have seen the last of these attempts and that does 
not bode well for Dummer. 


The Milan School District will be taking an opinion poll of 
Milan voters on Tuesday, March 10, to determine the interest of 
the community in holding its 7th & 8th graders in Milan. If that 
were to happen it might behoove Dummer to consider expanding its 
AREA with Milan to include grades 7 & 8 and tuition its children 
to Milan rather than Berlin. Not only would that save’ layover 
time for your 7 & 8th graders but it would also save you about 
$1,000 per child. 
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School Warrant 


Your school warrant for the 1992-93 school year contains an 
article, Article 4 to be specific, which asks the voters to form 
an AREA Committee to review the contract with Berlin. The 
article was placed in the warrant at the request of the Berlin 
School Board and the Mayor. It is the purpose of the Committee 
to discuss the tuition formula under the present contact with 
Berlin with the intent of changing it and using more current 
costs as a means to increase the rate of tuition per child. In 
other words, the attempt of a year ago by the Mayor, if this 
article passes, will be to formalize the effort in hopes it will 
result in higher tuition costs to both Milan and Dummer. 


Summary 


In closing what will be my final report I wish to thank all 
the people of Dummer for their support over these many years; the 


members of your school board, both present and past; those 
elected officials who have served with me; the tax payers of the 
Dummer community, and the parents and students. It has been a 


pleasure and a privilege to have worked with and for all of you. 
I wish you all well.

To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
Dummer School Board to make tuition payments to the Milan-Dummer 
Area Pre School, for the education of Dummer Kindergarten 
children (By petition).

Article 6. To see if the District will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $42,000.00 for the purchase of a new school bus and to 
take said sum for the Bus Capital Reserve Fund.
